I rink you may find interesting some additional 
particulars of the great Library in the Rue Riche. 
lieu. Let me translate from the official newspaper 
of the French government, “Le Moniteur,’”’ a de- 
scription of the new Reading-Room. It is, in a 
great degree, borrowed from the reading-room of 
the British Museum—thanks to M. Prosper Mérimée, 
who first drew attention to it, and insisted it was 
the proper model to imitate. “The old reading- 
room scarcely contained 120 seats. Now, as the 
number of readers in the last few years was, on an 
average, 200 a day, it became necessary to abandon 
it. The new reading-room contains 34U seats, at 
tables arranged in parallels. Each seat is num- 
bered, and occupies a space above a yard long. It 
has a cane arm-chair, an inkstand, and a sand- 
box. Under the table is a pipe of hot water for the 
reader’s feet. Nearly 2000 volumes are placed on 
shelves at the reader’s command. These are dic- 
tionaries, chronologies, great collections of books of 
researches and of information which he has at 
hand, and which he uses without resorting to a 
servant. The library proper (these books in the 
reading-room are but its small change) is an im- 
mense hall, several stories high, all in cast iron. 
The ceiling is of glass, and from the fourth floor to 
the cellar light penetrates every portion of this 
iron building, built in a rectangular court-yard, 42 
yards long by 29 yards wide. The hall is traversed 
from one end to the other by a wide aisle. Nothing 
could be at the same time more graceful and more 
solid. The hall contains a cellar and four stories. 
There are on each side fourteen cells on each story, 
in all 140 cells. 
above 10,000 volumes. Multiply the number of 
volumes by the number of ceils, you have 1,500,000 
volumes. Add all the shelves, end to end, together, 
you will have 19 miles. In this square hall is now 
concentrated the greater part of the Imperial Li- 
brary, which was formerly spread over an immense 
space. This has greatly facilitated the service, 
especially since the unwieldy, bulky steps, which 
were moved so slowly and with so much difficulty, 
are absolutely useless here. All the volumes are 
within the librarian’s reach, for none of the shelves 
are above six feet from the floor. As it is here the 
greater part of public service presses heaviest, there 
is a staff of eleven persons, under the active super- 
intendence of a librarian. How is the library 
managed ?’—how is the student in the reading-room 
able to communicate with this hall, the great store- 
house of the library ? Let me be your guide. You 
write a letter addressed to the keeper of the library, 
asking for a student’s ticket. He gives it to you. 
This rule has long been in force in the Medals’ 
Cabinet and Engravings Museum (which are in the 
same building with the Imperial Library). Such a 
rule is enforced at the British Museum, but the 
latter is not so easily entered; for you must be 
presented by a gentleman, who acts as your guaran- 
tee. This condition must be fulfilled before you 
possess a “character.”* After you get your ticket 
of admission, and go to the library, you write the 
title of the book you want on a book-order ticket, 
which you give to the librarian seated in the semi- 
circle. Machinery placed near his desk takes the 
book-order ticket; it slides on rollers on an in- 
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| He replies by sending the volumes asked for; they 

are placed in carriages, which run from each story 
to the librarian. He places it on a subterranean 
| railway, which ends behind the keeper’s desk in 
|the semi-circle of the reading-room. A servant 
| receives them. As each volume contains the book- 
| order ticket on which you have written the number 
| of your seat, he gives them to another servant, 
| who brings them to you. No book-order ticket is 
received after three o’clock. As readers return 
books they are sent back by return railway, and 
daily go back to their shelves temporarily aban- 
’doned. The system of bells at the entre-sol and 
four stories of the hall, and this wagon running 
on rails, is not inconvenient to the persons in the 
reading-room. It all takes place in the hall or 
storehouse, which is separated from the reading- 
room by walls and glass doors. 

When the 1,500,000 volumes now scattered in the 
different buildings of the Library shall have been 
| placed around this great store-house, their natural 
| centre, when the adjacent galleries shall have been 
| placed in communication with it, and the Medals’ 
Cabinet shall have been transferred to the gallery 
on the Rue Vivienne, then the Library, now obliged 
| to contract itself on too narrow a ground, will give 
full liberty of motion. Let me conclude by speak- 
ing of a second reading-room opened to seeure the 
rapidity of the service and spare students’ time— 
that time which is, but too often, the only real 
property of the student. Scaliger said: Tempus 
meum, ager meus. Appealed to by a large public to 
which the Library communicates, on an average, 
170,000 works annually, this important question of 
sparing students’ time occupied a good deal of 
attention. To resolve it an imperial decree pro- 
vided for the opening of two public reading-rooms : 
one for students with tickets (which we have just 
described) ; the other placed still more liberally at 
students’ command. This library of some 30,000, 
consisting of standard works of history, literature, 
technical works of arts and trades, the more im- 
portant medical and law works, is sufficient for 
every student whom rapid work and momentary 
researches send to a library, and whose inquiries 
should immediately be answered. It is open even 
on Sunday. It is objected to this new arrangement 
that the committee, which examines the applications 
for tickets of admission to the reserved reading- 
room, meets only once a month, which sometimes 
produces a serious loss of time to the student; for 
instance, in the case of a foreigner who comes here 
to consult several works, and has only a month tostay 
in Paris, the regulation which requires every person 
on his entrance to procure a personal card on which 
he writes the titles of the books he wants, on which 
a servant writes the books delivered, and which the 
student must deliver stamped to the janitor at the 
door, produces great and useless loss of time. 

Since I am playing translator, let me keep the 
part to this letter’s end, and give you an article 
from the “Augsburg Gazette” which I have found 
very interesting: “Thirty years ago the German 
libraries lacked in a very sensible manner collec- 
tions of oriental manuscripts.

Sprener, were purchased for the Royal Library at 
Berlin; and to them were added, not only the manu- 
scripts purchased by Prof. Jules Petermann, in his 
travels in the East, but an Arabian library of 955 
numbers, collected by Dr. Wetzstein, the Prussian 
consul at Damascus. 

“The Berlin collection (on which the Prussian 
government has spent very large amounts of money) 
is, next to the Bodleian collection at Oxford, and the 
collection in the British Museum at London, the 
largest collection in Europe. The last collection of 
Arabian manuscripts purchased is the Wetzstein 
collection, bought by the library of the Royal Uni- 
versity of Tibingen. It consists of 173 numbers, 
which this learned consul collected during the latter 
period of his residence in the East. Secretary Au- 
mer has just published a most carefully prepared 
work, which allows us to appreciate the oriental 
riches of the Royal Library of Munich. Three very 
precious tables are added to the descriptions of 
manuscripts—namely, a table of titles, a table of 
authors, and a table of subjects. The 937 numbers 
of Arabian manuscripts of Munich are divided as 
follows: Theological literature contains 247 num- 
bers. There are no less than 77 Korans; several 
of them are real works of art; one beautiful Koran 
is accompanied with a Persian translation. There 
are, besides, several commentaries on the Koran 
(among others a very rare one of Samarkand), col- 
lections of traditions (among them a remarkable 
Bukhari in two folio volumes), and no less than 16 
Druses’ works. Christian theology is represented 
by eight translations of the Evangelists, by St. Chry- 
sostom’s homelies, etc. An extremely interesting 
number of this branch is the collection of sermons 
of the celebrated preacher Abur Rahim Ibn Nubata, 
who shone with the poet Mutanabbi at Prince Sci- 
fuddaulah’s court. 

“The second scientific division, namely, juridi- 
cal literature, contains 125 numbers. Among these 
are several rare works on Malikitic law, several 
works on Hanefilic law, several portions of the 
Hidaja, a great work on law in verse, and a work 
on Schiitic law. Historical literature is the third 
branch. It contains 95 numbers. The great his- 
torians, such as Ibn Khaldun, Al Masudi, Al Makin, 
Abulfaradi, Abulfeda, Ai Sujuti, Magrisi, Al Mogad- 
desi, Ibn Khaliikan, Ibn ul Wardi, Oazwini, Hadji 
Khalfa are all represented in it; often, it is true, 
merely by modern copies. There is a magnificent 
copy of Hadji Khalfa’s bibliographical dictionary. 
The important work on the history of Al Agsa mosque 
at Jerusalem, with valuable notes, especially on 
Jerusalem and Syria, whose author is not certainly 
known, is likewise in the collection; so too are the 
histories of the Alkisai prophets. There is an in- 
teresting history of Algiers and its wars against 
infidels. The last work of this branch, and it is a 
remarkable work, is the book on the means of at- 
taining knowledge of the Beginnings of Things. 

“The fourth branch of manuscripts is poetry. It 
contains 181 numbers. Unfortunately the old poets 
before Mahomet’s day are wanting; of those of later

/ninth branch is mathematics, astronomy, and 
_astrology; it contains 29 numbers. The tenth 
branch is varia and miscellaneous; it contains 26 
numbers; and the eleventh branch contains Euro- 
| pean works on Arabian literature, 35 numbers. It 
would take up too much space to describe the im- 
portant works which are found in these latter 
branches. Secretary Aumer has also composed a 
thorough catalogue of the Persian manuscripts of 
the same library. This catalogue contains 351 
| numbers.’ In it are a great many valuable works, 
| especially poetical and historical works, and several 
| magnificent copies.’’

one volume; 600 “Handbook to the Northern 
Cathedrals ;” 400 “ Rev. B. Zincke, Last Winter in 
America;” 1500 “Dean Milman’s Annals of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral ;’’ 400 “Sir Neil Campbell’s Jour- 
nal at Fontainebleau and Elba, 1814-1815 ;’’ 1200 
“Principles at Stake, or Essays on the Church 
Questions of the Day ;” 500 “ Reed on Iron Ship- 
building ;” 450 “ Smith’s Attractions of the Nile ;” 
1200 “Student’s Manual of Modern Geography ;” 
500 “ Whymper’s Travels in Russian America.’’

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Tue “Comprehensive Dictionary of the Bible,’ 
edited by the Rev. Samuel W. Barnum, which 
has been issued in numbers by D. Appleton & Co., 
is now completed, forming a portly volume of over 
twelve hundred octavo pages. The work is 
founded on Dr. William Smith’s “ Dictionary of 
the Bible,” but under the intelligent and conscien- 
tious editorship of Mr. Barnum, it has. received 
many valuable improvements on the original. It 
has been his aim to present the highest results of 
modern research and scholarship in a form adapted 
to the instruction of the people, retaining the essen- 
tial features of Dr. Smith’s elaborate work, but re- 
lieving it of much superfluous matter, enriching it 
with the fruits of the most able recent investiga- 
tions, and arranging its contents in a systematic, 
unitary, and accurate order. In preparing the vol- 
ume, he has had especial reference to readers who 
understand no language but the English, and has 
endeavored to place them on a level with classical 
scholars. All words, accordingly, in Hebrew, 
Greek, or other foreign tongues, are printed in 
English characters, accompanied with the neces- 
sary explanations, while the equivalents of import- 
ant words in the English Bible are illustrated with 
a completeness that leaves no room for misunder- 
standing on the part of the English student. The 
pronunciation of the proper names in the Bible is 
given according to the best authorities. Great 
attention has been paid to the department of ety- 
mology. Several new maps have been introduced 
in this edition, as well as many authentic views of 
important places. The illustrations, with which 
the volume abounds, are taken from the most trust- 
worthy sources, and are remarkable for their prac- 
tical character, with no attempt at display, or 
superfluous ornament. Of the results of modern 
criticism the editor has made a cautious use, ip 
their application to the purely literary aspects of 
the Bible, but has not indulged in the introduction 
of comments from any quarter which tend to throw 
doubt on the prevailing faith of the Christian 
Church. The work makes no pretension to a place 
among the instruments of reform or innovation in 
the accepted doctrines of theology, but as a valu- 
able aid in the intelligent study of the Scriptures 
on the received basis of interpretation, it would ba 
difficult to find its equal in English sacred litera- 
ture.—New York Tribune. 

Tue first part of “Good Words for the Young,” a 
sixpenny magazine, profusely illustrated, and pub- 
lished in London, contains original articles by 
Charles Kingsley ; Wilbiam Gilbert, author of “ The 
Magic Mirror”; Miss Mulock; Matthew Brown, 
author of “Lilliput Levee’; Charles Camden ;

The MS. was recommended to one of the 
Committee of the Early English Text Society for 
publication in the Society’s series of Early Diction- 
aries and Grammars, and Works illustrating the, 
History of the English Language. The Committee- 
man referred the matter to Mr. A. J. Ellis, and he, | 
on examining the MS., found that the writer, in the | 
Dedication, page 4, clearly wrote his name, John 
Hart. Mr. Ellis also found that many passages of | 
the MS. were quite familiar to him ; and on com-| 
paring it with his old friend, the ‘“ Orthographie, | 
conteyning the due order and reason howe to write | 
or paint thimage of manners, voice, most like to} 
the life or nature,” by John Hart, Chester Herald, 
London, 1569, it became evident that the MS. was | 
simply the author’s first draft of his printed “ Or- 
thographie,” which he states in that work that he | 
wrote about twenty years before he published his | 
book—in reality eighteen years; for the MS is 
dated 1551, and is in Hart’s own handwriting 
Though, then, we have lost a Hare, we have a more 
interesting substitute in the original Hart; yet a 
less valuable one than a phonetic treatise by an} 
independent writer in 1551 would have been. If 
the Trustees and their Keeper of MSS. are biblio- 
graphically minded, they will not complain of their 
loss of Mr. Ellis’s correction —Atheneum. 


_ Kiya Lupwie of Bavaria has got himself sent to 
Coventry in a manner which must be especially 
trying to a boy of his years. The Jate king under- 
took to form at Munich what he was pleased to call 
the New Round Table—its knights being such men 
as Heyse, Bodenstedt, Liebig, etc.,on whom he con- 
ferred sinecures, professorships, and pensions, de- 
signed to insure their continuing at his capital 
while pursuing their studies. Now, among these 
knights is Emanuel Geibel, one of the most eminent 
of living German lyrical poets, and the poet laureate 
of Liibeck, his native place. Not long ago the King 
of Prussia visited Liibeck, and it became its lau- 
reate’s duty to address to him a poem of welcome, 
in which Geibel expressed his hope for the happy 
completion of German unity under Prussia’s lead; 
and the poem was printed in Dr. Julius Rodenberg’s 
magazine, “Der Salon.” Returning to Munich, 
Geibel was met by a notification that his pension 
was stopped “on account of his political tenden- 
cies.’? Thereupon the poet wrote to the King re- 
signing his professorships, orders of knighthood, 
etc., and Paul Heyse immediately followed the 
example, begging to express his entire agreement 
with the political views in question, and tendering 
Ais resignations. The matter, of course, is one for 
comment throughout Germany, and in its social and 
literary world the young King is under a cloud.— 
The Round Table, Nov. 28. 


Vice-CHANCELLOR GIFFARD, an English equity-judge, 
has decided, with special reference to Dr. 0. W. 
Holmes having gone to reside in Canada, albeit an 
American citizen, while his story, “The Guardian 
Angel,’’ was being published in the “ Atlantic 
Monthly,” and there written six chapters, which 
were published in London before they appeared in 
ithe Boston magazine, that “an alien who, during a 
residence in a British colony, publishes a work in 
England, acquires a copyright therein.’?

Publisher’s Preface. 


It has been the aim of the publisher of the present edition of the Law Dictionary to vary in 
nothing from the general plan of Judge Bouvier, and to make only such modifications and additions 
in his work as the changing conditions of the law seemed to require. The period since the death of 
the able author has been so fruitful, however, both in legislative enactments and judicial decisions, 
that numerous alterations and additions have been rendered necessary, resulting in an aggregate 
increase of matter to the extent of more than fifty per cent. This new matter has been prepared by 
gentlemen of recognized eminence at the bar or on the bench, and peculiarly well acquainted with the 
special topics upon which they have treated. The general editorial supervision has been performed 
in a very thorough and efficient manner by Danret A. Gieason, Esq. The more useful part of Kel- 
ham’s Dictionary, which in former editions was printed as a supplement, has now been incorporated 
in the body of the work. Careful attention has been given to the citation of authorities, and they 
have been brought down to the date of the preparation of the respective articles. By making use 
of a more condensed form of arrangement and of a somewhat smaller-sized type than were employed 
in the old editions, the contents have been increased to the extent above named without a correspond- 
ing enlargement of the bulk of the volumes. 

The publisher cannot hope that in so extensive a labor there have been no mistakes, either of 
omission or commission. He can only claim that he has spared neither time, labor, nor expense in 
the endeavor to make the book thoroughly accurate and complete; and he submits the present edition 
of Bouvier’s Law Dictionary to the profession and the general public, trusting that the work may be 
found even more valuable in the future than it has been in the past.
